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Beach Nourishment Update 
The Town continues to work on obtaining government permits for 
construction of  a locally-funded beach nourishment project with the 
hope that should Nags Head acquire funding, the Town will then be 
able to move forward quickly with a project. 

In recent discussions with the US Army Corps of  Engineers, it 
has become evident that additional information, in the form of  an updated/third party environmental 
impact statement (EIS), will need to be obtained before Nags Head can move forward with obtaining permits. An 
environmental impact statement is a formal public document prepared to analyze the impacts on the environment 
of  a proposed project or action and released for comment and review. The Town, working with Coastal Science and 
Engineering, has already developed an EIS. Most of  the information in this document will be able to be incorporated 
into the updated EIS. In addition, the Army Corps will be publishing a notice of  intent for the project in the Federal 
Register as well as scheduling a scoping and stakeholders meeting, which will be held in the near future in Washington, 
NC. The Town will publicize the date of  the scoping and stakeholders meeting when it becomes available. 

On the funding front, the Town intends to apply for a grant through the state for beach nourishment monies, which 
will be used to supplement funds from Dare County and Nags Head residents. At this time, there is no information on 
the amount of  grant monies the Town can expect to receive from the State.

Please remind renters that the use of  all fi reworks in 
Nags Head is illegal.

Bulk Item/Brush Drop Off/Collection
Bulk items/brush can be dropped off  throughout the year at the 
Town’s collection site across from Public Works at 2200 Lark 
Avenue. Site hours are: Monday, Thursday, and Saturday 8 a.m. - 
4 p.m. From October 1 through April 30, the Town will collect 
bulk items from your curb by appointment.  Call Nags Head 
Public Works at 252-441-1122 for more information.

Numbers should be placed on the side of  • 
the home facing the street or between the 
home and the street so they can be seen 
plainly from the street.
When a home is more than 100 feet from • 
the street, numbers should be placed near 
the street next to the walk, driveway, or 
entrance.
Numbers should be at least 4 inches high • 
and should contrast in color with their 
background.
Oceanfront homes must have house • 
numbering both on the oceanside of  
the home (on the beach access so that 
beachgoers can identify their location in 
case of  emergency) and on the streetside.

So You Need Numbering - Where Do You 
Place It?

Green and white refl ective numbers can be 
placed on your mailbox or its supporting 
post. If  this is not feasible, place a piece of  
4x4x6 pressure treated wood in the ground 
with one end (2 feet) in the ground and one 
end (4 feet) sticking out of  the ground. Paint 
the wood white and place the green and 
white refl ective numbers on both the north 
and south (or east and west as appropriate) 
sides of  the post (please place the post on 
your property and not in the right of  way). 
However, placing refl ective green and white 
numbers on the streetside of  your home (and 
in the case of  oceanfront homes numbers 
should also be on the home’s oceanside) in 
the most visible area is the best solution.

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Public Works Projects Update   
Finch and Grouse Streets - 
Drainage Enhancements 
Recently completed are two 
drainage enhancement projects 
just north of  Milepost 16 on S. 
Croatan Highway. Both projects 
involved installing 36 inch diameter 
perforated culvert pipe in the 
roadside ditches alongside town 
streets. In both locations, erosion 
had been occurring for several 
years, threatening to undermine the 
adjacent street.

Baltic Street Public Beach 
Access Installation
At Baltic Street, on the oceanfront 
near MP 11, the Town has recently 
completed its newest public beach 
access. The access is open to 
the public and will be formally 
dedicated during the Board of  
Commissioners meeting on May 6, 
2009 at 1 pm. (see story to right)

Bypass Waterline Project
A project to install approximately 
3,100 feet of  new 8-inch diameter 
waterline is nearing completion. 
This new line runs along the 
highway, from Villa Dunes Drive 
south to just north of  Carolista 
Drive, at the entrance to Jockey’s 
Ridge State Park. Included in the 
project are seven new fi re hydrants. 
The project’s main purposes are to 
improve water fl ow to Villa Dunes 
Drive and the Hills of  Nags Head, 
and to increase fi re protection along 
the west side of  the highway. 

The new Baltic Street public beach access, 
located between Admiral and Barnes Streets 
off  South Virginia Dare Trail, is now 
open. Built with the environment in mind, 
the access’ parking area is constructed of  
crushed recycled glass, supplied by Dare 
County’s recently purchased glass crusher, 
and turfstone, which provides stormwater runoff  control. Additionally, the site’s 
decking and stairs are constructed of  composite wood, which does not warp, 
crack, or splinter, and generally requires little maintenance.  

Access amenities include a shower, a bike rack, and a porta john, which will be 
installed during the busy season. 

The Town would like to thank the Outer Banks Visitors Bureau/Dare County 
Tourism Board and the North Carolina Division of  Coastal Management for 
their grant funding, which made this project possible.  

Baltic Street Now Open for Business 

Eighth Street Water Plant Motor 
Control Center Replacement
This project, now under 
construction, involves the 
replacement of  the control system 
for the large pumps at the Eighth 
Street Water Plant. These pumps 
take water from the Dare County 
system and pump it into the Nags 
Head distribution system. The 
Motor Control Center (MCC) is the 
electrical feed and control system 
that operates the pumps necessary 
to provide water throughout the 
northern part of  town. The existing 
MCC has been in operation for over 
twenty years and uses technology 
that is no longer the most energy 
effi cient available. 

West Side Multi-Use Path 
Extension
The extension of  the west side 
multi-use path is in its second 
phase. The fi rst phase, completed 
last summer, extends from Eighth 
Street to Carolinian Circle on the 
west side of  S. Croatan Highway 
at MP 10. The second phase will 
extend south to W. Oak Knoll 
Drive, just over 400 feet in length. 
As with the fi rst phase, the path 
will be concrete and 10-feet wide. 
This portion includes extensive 
drainage facilities, including curb 
and gutter and culverts. The project 
is expected to be completed this 
spring.
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Multi Use Path Safet y from Nags Head Fire & Rescue

The Nags Head multiuse path, 
spanning over ten miles, is adjacent 
to South Virginia Dare Trail and 
Old Oregon Inlet Road. Pedestrians 
and bicyclists often travel this route 
to obtain exercise, but others use 
it as a low environmental impact 
transportation link to businesses, 
houses and beach accesses in 
the town. Citizen and visitor use 
is greatest in the morning and 
evening, however many travel the 
recreational pathway all times of  
the day. 

Regardless of  when you use the 
path, please observe these safety 
rules and suggestions when touring 
the town.

Wear light or bright-colored • 
clothing so that other 
multiuse path users can see 
you.

Drink ample fl uids before • 
exercising, and do not forget 
to re-hydrate when complete 
with your workout. 

Wear a hat and apply sun • 
block to minimize heat related 
injuries when it is warm.

Look out for and avoid loose • 
sand or gravel on pavement.

Be aware of  vehicles crossing • 
the multiuse path while 

exiting or entering driveways 
or cross streets.

Be considerate of  children, • 
older people, and those with 
special needs who may be 
using the path. 

Ensure that young children • 
are supervised and under 
control.

Always tell someone which • 
route you will be taking and 
what time you expect to 
return. 

Carry a mobile phone in case • 
of  emergency.

Be aware of  inclement • 
weather; take shelter if  you 
see or hear lightning and 
thunder.

Keep dogs under control and • 
on a short lead.

Always carry identifi cation • 
in case of  an emergency. If  
you are a visitor, make a note 
of  the address where you are 
staying and keep it with you.

Refrain from using or parking • 
motorized vehicles on the 
path. Also, do not place trash 
carts on the path.

Walking or Running
Keep right - always use the • 
right hand side so that faster 
walkers, runners, and cyclists 
can easily pass. 

Walk with a partner to • 
increase your safety and 
make your experience more 
enjoyable.

Bicycling
Check your bike for proper • 
operation before riding, 
especially the brakes and tire 
pressure. 

If  you ride at night, • 
install lights and refl ector 
equipment. 

Wear an approved bike • 
helmet.

Ride at a safe speed and give • 
cars and pedestrians the right-
of-way.

Ring the bell or politely warn • 
walkers you are approaching.

(252-480-6699). For $7.45/month, Outer Banks Hauling will 
provide a recycling container in which to place your recyclables.  
The container will be emptied every Tuesday.  Outer Banks Hauling 
offers a seasonal service (3 month minimum contract) for residential 
properties that may not need recyclable collection all year.

Septic Tank Inspection and Pumping Program
Available Through May 31, 2009
While opening your rental cottage for the summer, why 
not have your septic system inspected to ensure it’s 
healthy and maintained for your peace of  mind?

The Septic Health Initiative encourages homeowners, 
through incentives and educational resources, to 
have their septic systems inspected and pumped (if  
needed) on a regular basis. Inspections of  conventional 
(gravity) systems, with pre-approval by Town staff, 
are free. Tank pumping, if  needed, is eligible for a $30 

effective June 1, 2009, after 14 years of  dedicated 
service to the Town. 

During his service to the Town, Cameron has 
managed critical issues such as the construction 
of  a new fi re station in south Nags Head, beach 
nourishment, development, and the economic 
vitality of  the Town. He’s overseen several strategic 
land acquisitions, planning for the reconstruction 
of  Jennette’s Pier, and the development of  the 
Town’s Emergency Operations Plan. 

“Charlie has served the Town with exceptional 
devotion and loyalty,” said Nags Head Mayor 
Renée Cahoon. “I understand his desire that at 
this point in life, he wants to enjoy each day with 
family, friends, and pursuing other interests, such 
as golf. The citizens, employees, and Board of  
Commissioners have been fortunate to have had a 
manager so full of  passion for the Town and one 
who paid such signifi cant attention to detail. My 
respect is unending and my friendship, everlasting. 
In life people come and go, but few leave such a 
legacy to live up to as Charlie Cameron.”
